FARMERS LOOK TO 
THE FUTURE AND 
SO DO THEIR WIVES

Or perhaps wives just dream— 
cream about the things they would 
like to have to make the home,mora 
convenient and comfortable for the 
family. One farmer’s wife tells me 
She has hope&ef har dreama coming 
true. When tly invest money in 
Vivtory Bonds her husband puts some 
in his wife’s name and these ara to 
be used for improvements on the 
duome after the war, 

‘What are soma of the improve: 
ments women dream about? I can 
tell you because some of the women 
have just been telling me. New 
home—yes for some, remodelling or 
renovating old homes in other in- 
stances, but many of tham express 
a desire for improvements which could 
be made on their present thiomes. 

Rural women would like to ba able 
to have electricity and at a cost they 
could aford to insta] it. So many 
women, during thieir lives, have car- 
ried tons of water in and ovt, that 
they feel an adaquate supply of water 


the home. 

Kitchens are the workshops of the 
women in our homes. Many do a 
wnighty fing job of preparing tne 
fumily meals and conserving surplus 
food, considering the tools with 
which they have to work. Woinon 
dream of the opportunity of remoici- 
ling their old kitchens—having work- 
ing surfaces of a height that is-vom- 
fortable; mew cupboards for equip- 
ment, food and cleaning supplies; « 
refrigerator to keap the food supplies 
fresh! for a longer period of time. 

The basement of the home, or the 
lack of a properly constructed bane- 
ment, is another concern of women. 
What would they like? A basement 

constructed so that it cam be a very 
useful part. of the house, where cup- 
boards and bin can be made to pro- 
vide storage for canning vagetables, 
or seasonal equipment. One woman 
writes, “I have lived in small medium 
ond large houses and never had a 
aecent basement until we built our 
own house. We could not afford a 
large or elaborate house so just tricd 
to make use of every vorner. I love 
my basement and from my axperience 
I say to anyone who plans to build a 
new farm ‘home, be sure that the new 
house has a good basement, 

‘Farm women somtimes express 
the need for an extra room or a “util- 
ity room”, where the cream separ- 
alor and washing machine could be 
kept, also where there would be 
facilities for the men to wash up and 
cupboard space for coats and rubbers. 
This, these women say, would save a 
lot of tracking into the house. Soma 
suggest that this could be done in the 
basement but only if the entranee to 
the basement were handy to the out 
doors, 

Some women, in telling what they 
would like to have, also told what 
they like pbout the house in which 
they, live now. One feature some 
furm women have mentioned is the 
grade entrance. which gives you a 
few steps up to the kitchen on tho 
first floor and a faw more down to 
the basement, The vegetables can 
be brought in without tracking dirt 
through the house and the ashes can 
ba taken out without having a trail 
from the basement stairs to the back 
‘door?A. utility room in the basement 
4ias decided advantages with a grade 
entrance. One farm woman telle 
about having the basement complete- 
ly finished with an office and sitting 
100m. combined, and adjacent wash- 
up’ room and a place to hang conts, 
Thesg are a few of the things women 
would like to have in their homes, not 
for themselves alone, but to be shared 
aind enjoyed by all members of the 
family. 

From the lettens which come to my 
deak it is clear that many farm wo- 
men are not just wishing and hoping 
for the things which will lessen the 
drudgery of much of their work and 
make life more comfortable. Not all 
all. Many are actively planning to 
make their dreams’ come true when 
the war is. over and because these 

plans will require money—these 
women are seeing to it that, out of 
the extra income the farm is pro- 
ducing these days, some of the sav- 
tings now being put into Victor7

There was a time—and nct so long 
ago at that—when plain white paint 
was considered the only correct thing 
for hospital wards and corridors. In| 
recent years, however, the trend has 
been away from white and much re- 
search has gene into, the chosing of 
the colors that are to replace it: 

That research finds its expression 
in the Letitia, just as it does in an 
increasing. number of hospitals 
across Canada and to an even more 
marked extent in the United States. 

So it is that the Letitia sails the 
seas today with her cargo of wounded 
soldiers lying, not in the pitiless 
glare of all-white surroundings, but 
in wards: of soft green. They find 
the color more restful and more 
cheerful. 

The seventeen wards of the Letitia 
are done in light green, and the cor- 
ridors of the ship are finished in a 
darker green by way of contrast. 
The men who chose that color scheme 
knew that there is more than the 
physical side to consider when mak- 
ing people well. They knew that the 
mental attitude of the patient plays 
a part in his recovery too. 

Even the ceilings of the Letitia’s 
wards have been divorced from the 
traditional white. Instead, they are 
finished in ‘a less glaring and more 
j agreeable buff paint. 

The color. scheme of many modern 
hospitals have gone further than that 
of the Letitia. While light™and dark 
greens are the predominant note in 
the hospital ship, many shore estab- 
lishments now have rooms—private 
and public—finished in warm creams, 
{yellows, or coral and peach. Soft 
greys and greyed-down versions of 
other colors have Keen found asotteel 
|ing and suggestive of sleep. 

As Dr. C. Harvey Agnew, secretary | 
of the department of. hospital ser- 
vices, Canadian Medical Association, 
has put it, color is an item of “major 
importance” in the psychological 
treatment of a patient. It is realized

Hitler's Pet Soldier 


Marshal Rommel Was Great Gambler 
Says Field Marshal Smuts 

It is somewhat surprising to find 
Field Marshal Rommel, who at the 
age of 53 died of wounds, described 
in the “Times” as a brilliant tacti- 
cian. Field Marshal Smut’s descrip- 
tion of this typical German military 
thug as a great gambler rather than 
a great soldier will certainly be en- 
dorsed by the best critic of all, 
Field Marshal Sir Bernard Montgom-’ 
ery.

Cost Will Be Heavy 


But Allies Firm In Their Demand 
For Unconditional Surrender 
The majority of people will, we be- 
lieve, endorse Prime Minister Church- 
ill’s reiteration in Parliament that 
“the war will be prolonged until un- 
condition surrender has been obtain- 
ed.” The phrase, “unconditional sur- 
render,” has been criticized in the 
past on the ground that it only acted 
as a spur to the Germans to resist to 
the bitter end. Perhaps so, but the 
Nazis have proven themselves the 
kind of ferocious, unrelenting people 
who would fight to the end any way, 
and we do not believe that they would 
agree to ahy terms of peace that did 
not let them get away with some of 
their ill-gotten gains, and leave them 
in a position to prepare for World 
War No. 8. So it simply must be 
unccnditional surrender. in order that 
terms can be imposed upon them 
which will thwart either of these 

two hopes. 

Everybody admits today that the 
Allies made a tragic mistake when 
they- refrained from going on to Ber- 
lin in 1918 ‘and o¢cupying Germany 
and supervising her heavy industries 
instead of stopping at the Saar for 
a limited time. The cost of going on 
will be heavy in lives, suffering and 
money, but it must be done if the 
next and succeeding generations are 
not to suffer worse then the present 
one.—St. Thomas Times-Journal. 


Camera Identification 


North Battleford Constable Makes 
An Important Discovery 

Constable R. Anthony of the North 
Battleford police force has the ap- 
proval of the Royal Canadian Mount- 
ed Police and the United States Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation for his 
method of identifying a camera 
through the marks it leaves on a 
negative.. 

He was inventigating the theft of 
a camera two years ago and located 
a camera answering the description— 
but found scores of others also in the 
city were exactly the same in appear- 
ance.
